AN ABOMINABLE OUTRAGE. 


As will be seen from a report elsewhere in this issue, seven aliens 
were rejected on Wednesday last by the Immigration Board on appeal. 
The justice of the decisions we here do not question, for we suppose they 
were not unjust according to the standard of right and wrong set up by 
the Aliens Act. Our desire is to call the attention of the community, and 
of every man and woman whom our words reach, to another matter con- 
nected to these rejections ; in our view far more serious than the conelusions 
eoncerning the cases to which the Board came. These seven rejections 
comprised a man and his wife | (rejected because they could not produce 
their marriage certificate) two sisters, one of whom declared she was 
married and who had alittle child with her, a young man of some 28 years and 
a boy—not a Jew—of some 16 years. They arrived by the boat “ Nerissa ”’ 
Kirsten Line) from Hamburg last Saturday and were rejected by the Port 
Otlicers and sent up for appeal to the Board. For this purpose the seven 
of them—the men, the women, the boy, and the child—were cooped up 
together in a small under-deck cabin where neither a breath of fresh air 
nor agleamof light could enter except when the doors were opened 
and these were kept closed. this veritable black hole 
these seven beings were herded, nct being allowed to 
purposes. of personal amenity until they were 
brought before the Board. After their rejection they were marched 
back to their dungeon to await the departure of the boat, which does not 
leave until to-morrow. The master of the vessel declared himself bound 
thus to keep these beings in bondage, because he was liable—under the 
Aticas Act—to a heavy fine if any of them eseaped. Another boat belong-

offence known to the law of any civilised land—have been imprisoned 


‘n London, the capital of the country which we boast of as the land of 
freedom, under conditions pestilent, indecent and demoralising beyond the 
possibility of description in a public journal. So small was this cabin in 
which these people were immured that when we visited the vessel at the 
St. Katherine’s Dock, we found that a person of normal height could not 
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stand up in it, and although through the offices of one of the representa- 
tives of the Jews’ Temporary Shelter the doors of the cabin had then been 
allowed to be opened, the stench arising from it was sickening and its 
atmosphere stifling. This is a bare record set down in simple language of 
a ease brought to our notice under the Aliens Act—and we were assured 
the case was a typical one. What comment is needed? Nay, will 
not any comment perforce take the reader's mind away from the bare 
facts? It is to these we wish to pin their attention. Months and months 
have gone by in which talk by the league has taken place about the 
provision of a receiving house for these aliens. Nothing has been done 
effectually and, after all the talk, with all the organisations, eleemosynary, 
philanthropic, and we know not what, Jewish and general, still it is possible 
for the abominable outrage we have detailed to take place under the pro- 
visions of a British Act of Parliament.

Next Sunday the Jewish race will be observing 
the Fast of Tamuz. We say “the Jewish race,” 
because although it is perhaps true that the 
majority of English Jews will not strictly obs >-rve 
the fast. some will hardly be aware of its advent—their coreligionists in 
those countries where Judaism is most virile will still keep the fateful 
day, The survival of this and the other fasts connected with the downfall 
of Jerusalem is, in its way, one of the wonderful facts of history. The 
Survival is due, in a measure, to the intense loyalty to nationality and 
creed which still characterises the Jewish people. But, in afar greater 
degree, it corresponds merely to the progress of -historic events. The 
fall of Jerusalem was a tragedy the influence of which is as strong and 
living to-day as it was in the far-off day when it was enacted. That is 
why the fasts connected with that tragic event still exert their sway over 
the Jewish mind. Of very few peoples can it be said that an event many 
centuries distant still effects the daily lives of the nation in whose annals 
it stands recorded. Most peoples have great days in their history, which 
figure as such in the national records. The disaster to Jewish nationality 
was of far more listing significanee. Its effects endure to this day, and 


will, maybe, continue till the process of time or the course of events undo 
the calamity of the far-off century. 


The Fast of the

We make no apology for referring once again to 
the atrocious cruelties that are still being practised 
in Russia againstour coreligionists. A new device 
of cruelty has been conceived for the Russian Jew. 
Whilst we are making ready for the spas, and summer resorts and health 
restoring retreats, ailing Russian Jews are being kept at arms’ length 
from such places, with great consequent sufferings to these unhappy people. 
Whilst, again, we are leaving for the seaside holiday, Jews in Russia are 
being driven ignominiously from all holiday centres. The abominations 
that are going on, however, far exceed these acts in sheer fiendishness. 
The. official underlings all over the country have carte blanche with Jewish 
life and liberty. At one place a Jew was exiled for the heinous offence of 
leaning on a table while addressing a police officer. In another district - 
the Superintendent of Police preceded the order of banishment by a sound 
castigation. As Jews leave the towns in which they have resided they 
are beset by the Black Hundred hooligans—the protégés of the ofticials— 
and cruelly maltreated. At Kieff, we read, a notice has been issued to the 
Jewish exiles that the authorities will not consider farther petitions from 
them. They cannot, apparently, be bothered with these annoying appeals 
from mere Jews. In Bokhara, 425 Jewish families have received final notice 
to quit. And so the long, dreary catalogue of cruelties lengthens itself out; 
and there is no-one to say the officials nay. When the wretched exiles 
arrive in the Pale they find themselves in congested districts, where the 
struggle for bread is already fierce. At any moment they may be burned 
out of house and home by incendiaries, while over all this welter of 
hunger and misery stalks the dread figure of the cholera scourge. When 
a king was assassinated in Servia, the Counts and Governments of Europe 
held up their hands in horror and would not recognise the new Sovereign. 
But, to-day, it seems, the “ peaceful extermination,” as it has with brutal 
malignancy Been termed, of a whole people may proceed to the cries of 
“friend!” and “ ally!” on the part of the civilised Governments of Europe. 
It is not in the interests of tke local non-Jews that these atrocities are 
perpetrated. The business men and the peasantry implore their cessation. 
It is only the accursed lust of hate which is destroying our coreli- 
gionists—and destroying them under cover of alliances with two of 
the leaders of western civilisation. We advise those of our coreligionists 
in this country who have not hearts of stone, and who feel for their hapless 
brethren, to organise public protest meetings. They need not wait for 
official guidance, The more spontaneous their protests, the better. The 


world, at least, should know what “Christian” “ Holy” Russia is doing 
to-day.

he placed his great expert knowledge at the service of the Community, and 
some of its finest synagogues and philanthropic institutions, such as. the 
Rothschild Hospital and the Blind Institute, were built from his designs. 
Two institutions owed their establishment to him, one being the Society 
for the Support of Jewish Working Men. Another creation of his was the 
Jewish Historical and Architectural Museum. Jewish interests always found 
in him a stout defender, and no one was more energetic and outspoken than he 
whenever Jews or Judaism were attacked or insulted. The city of Vienna 
also was indebted to him for the execution of many important public works, 
and as long ago as 1867 the Austrian Ministry of Commerce sent him to Paris 
as member of the committee of the Austrian section at the exhibition of that 
year. On that exhibition be served as a member of the International Jury. 
The Emperor recognised his merits by conferring on-him, on the oecasion 
of the completion of the Rothschild Hospital in 1873, the Gold Cross of Merit, 
with the Crown, and in 1903 His Imperial Majesty gave him the Oflicer’s 
Cross of the Francis Joseph Order. Herr Stiassny, who was born in 
October, 1842, had been ailing for some time, but despite his physical suffer- 
ings he displayed until the last hours of his life the widest interest in all 
current events. His death resulted quite suddenly from heart failure. 

The Jewish community in Vienna, in appreciation of his meritorious 


services, decided to give to the remains an ollicial funeral and to inter . 


them ina grave of honour in ‘the Jewish section of the central cemetery. 
The burial took place yesterday week and was attended by Dr. Alfred Stern, 
President of the Jewish Community (who delivered an address), together 
with the entire Executive, Jewish and other Members of Parliament, the 
Rev. W. Heehler (who has just retired from the ehaplaincy of the British 
Embassy in Vienna) and many other prominent citizens of the capital.

He retired to rest apparently 
in good health, although it was known that be was suffering from a weak 
heart. Onthe following morning be was found dead in his bed. Mr. Hyman 
helonged to the old ortbodox sehool,and rigidly observed traditional rites. He 
leaves several children, the eldest of whom is Mr, Coleman P. Hyman, J.P., of 
Sydney, Treasurer of the New South Wales Board of Jewish Education, Pre- 
sident of the Jewish Literary and Debating Society of Sydney, Hon. Secretary 
of the Sydney branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association, and formerly Hon. 
Secretary of the Chatham Memcria! Synagogue, which was built by his kins- 
man, the late Simon Magnus. He is the author of several works, Jewish and 
general, one on * Coins, Coinages, and Currency of Australasia,’ was pub- 
lished by the New South Wales Government Printing Office. The funeral 
took place at Willesden on Sanday, the officiating ministers being the Revs. 
H. M. Lazarus, N. Peckar and 8S. Lipson.

The White Slave Traffic in the United States. 


[From our Correspondent. | 


NEW YORK. 

The stand taken by the New York kehillah in the matter of the 

slanderous charges preferred in McClure’s Magazine as toa large and 
organised traffic in women by Jews has now been proved correct. er 
ately upon the appearance of the article, the Kehillah issued a a 
characterising the writer's allegations as exaggerated and libellous, an 
forthwith instituted a thorough investigation. The results of this investi- 
gation showed conclusively that the article was not based upon facts. 

Early in January of this year, the Grand Jury of New York County was 
charged to investigate the slanders cast upon the fair name of the city in the 
McClure article. With Mr. John D. Rockefeller, janr., as its foreman, the 
Grand Jury deyoted many months to a painstaking investigation of the 
matter, hearing many witnesses and appealing to the general public for 
information through the Press, and finally preparing its presentment after a 
careful weighing of all available evidence. ee 

The following extracts from this presentment contain the 
Grand Jury report: : 

We have found no evidence of the existence in the County of New | 
organisation or organisations, incorporated or otherwise, engaged as such in the 
traffic of women for immoral purposes, It appears, on the other hand, from indict- 
ments found by us and from the testimony of witnesses that a. traflicking in women 
‘does exist and is carried on by individuals acting for their own individual benefit, and 
that these persons are known to each other and are more or less informally associated. 
We have also found that associations and clubs, composed mainly or wholly of those 
profiting from vice, have existed, and that one such organisation: still exists. These 
associations and clubs are analogous to commercial bodies in other fields, which, 
while not directly engaged in commerce, are confposed of individuals all of whom 
as individuals are so engaged. The‘ incorporated syndicates and “international 
bands” referred to in published statements we find to be such informal relations as 
have just been spoken of, while the “international head juarters, “clearing houses, 
and * pretentious club-houses,” mentioned are cafes or other so-called “ hang-outs, 
where people interested in the various branches of the business report. ‘These and 
the houses are also referred to as “markets.” The “dealers” and ~ operators © are 
the male companions of the women and the “ procurers, the former being referred to 
as the ‘retailer,’ and the manager of ihe houses as the “ wholesaler.” The only 
association composed mainly or wholly of those protiting from vice, of the present 
existence of which we have evidence, is the New York Independent Benevolent 
Association, organised in the city in 1801 (Note, this association is composed of Jews), 
and incorporated in 1896. This association has had an average membership of about 
100. Its alleged purpose is to assist its members in case of illness, to give aid in case 
of death, and to assure proper burial rites. After an exhaustive investigation into 
the activities of this association and of its members, we tind no evidence that 
the association, as such, does now or has ever tratticked in women, but that 
such tratlic is being or has’ been carried on by various members of this associa- 
tion as individuals. We find that the members of this association are scattered 
in many cities throughout the United States. From thetestimony adduced, it appears 
probable that the social relations of the members and the opportunity thereby 
attorded of communicating with one another in various cities have facilitated the 
conduct of their individual business . Finding no evidence of an organised 
traffic in women, but a traffic carried on by individuals, we have made a special and 
careful investigation along this line. Owing to the publicity given to the inquiry at 
its inception, it has been difficult to get legal evidence of the actual purchasé and sale 
of women for immoral purposes, and our investigators have been informed in different 
quarters that a number of formerly active dealers in women had either temporarily 
gone out of business or had transferred their activity to other cities. However, five 
self declared dealers in women had agreed upon various occasions to supply women 
to our agents, but because of their extreme caution and the fear aroused by the 
continued sitting of this Grand Jury, these promises were fulfilled in only two 
instances, in each of which two girls were secured for our agents at a price—in the 
one case of 60 dols. each, and in the other of 75 dols. each. Indictments have been 
found against these two persons; one pleaded guilty and the other was convicted on - 
trial. All of these parties boasted to our investigators of their extensive local and 
inter-State operations in the past. They specifically mentioned the cities to which 
they had forwarded women, and described the operations as having at that time 
been entirely free from danger of detection. Our investigators also testified to the 
methods and means used by these people in replenishing the supply of women and in 

entrapping innocent girls. 

After reviewing the sources from which the Grand Jury drew its infor- 
mation, and after discussing certain vicious phases of New York life, 
the presentment concluded by recommending that the male parasites of the 
so-called “* White Slaves” should be punished with the utmost rigour of the 
law ; that the moving picture shows, attended for the most part by children 
and young boys and girls, should be placed under a closer supervision, and 
that the laws safeguarding their patrons be more rigidly enforced ; that the 
Raines-law hotels be strictly supervised in order to prevent their lapsing 
into disorderly resorts ; that the so-called manicure and massage establish- 
ments, having been found to cloak immoral practices, shal! be placed under 

the control of the Health Department, and shall be permitted to operate 
only under a license granted by that Department; that the laws relating to 
immorality in apartment and tenement houses be rigidly enforced, and the 
present laws supplemented if necessary; and that 2 commission be appointed 
to make a careful study of the laws relating to 


the social evil in leading cities of this country and of Europe with a view 
to devising tho most effective means of minimising the evil in this city. 
Judge O'Sullivan, in reviewing the matter, said :— 


Some months since, there were published many statements concerning the so- 
called “ White Slave” Traffic in the City of New York. These statements were the 
culmination of prior publications of similar import They purported to set forth 
circumstantially and in detail that in the City of New York such a traffic existed : and 
that by reason of political protection atforded to the traffickers, the traffic had assumed 
world-wide proportions. It was said that the City of New York had become the 
centre of an organisation which supplied women to every continent on the globe. It 
was said that this organised traffic in women had attained such proportions that 
women by the thousands were being made victims of the trade, and that the civic 
life of the City had become poisoned through those who controlled the traffic. ‘ 
Your report is that no organised traffic in women exists in this City. The pains- 
| taking discussion in your report concerning vicious conditions which exist in this 
City in common with all large cities of the world, is further evidence of the extent to 
which you carried your investigations. The fact that, as shown by your report, you 


were able to uncover only isolated instances of vice, such as we all knew existed 
demonstrates to my satifa 


ction that your conclusion is correct, and that New York 
City does not harbour an organised traflic in women's bodies. |

An officer of the Army has been placed 
at the head of the commission entrusted with the examination of the ailine 
Jewish visitors, and he is using all the means at his disposal to keep our 
brethren out of the local spas. The recommendations of the greatest med. 
authorities of the country are ignored by him, and the suflerings of «ip 
ailing coreligionists are grievous. Two doctors who were attached to 
the commission have resigned their positions on account of the irres 
larities exercised by the officer. The authorities have also exiled all the 
Jewish visitors from Vilvuvka (Poltava), although the village has been used 
by them as a summer resort for over twenty years. Here, too, the pleas. 
the peasants on behalf of our coreligionists have proved unsuccessful. Four 
hundred and twenty-five Bokhara Jewish families have received the { 
notice to leave the Sirdarja district. 

The Zemstchina, however, was not satisfied with the achievements of tie 
police, and it published the names of a hundred and tifty-four Jows, 
advising the police to banish them from Kirsanoff (Tambov). The 4 
Vremyc. is also distressed at the fact thata number of Jewish converts in 
Siberia have, through the nominal change of their religion, received iull 
liberties, and yet they remain true to their old faith and are observing 
the Jewish holidays. 


_A Pogrom Averted in Russia. 

Our Boltrimonz (Wilna) coreligionists have narrowly escaped a& pogrom, 
The police recently brought to the local prison a party of criminals, who 
ineluded a converted Jewess. On passing through the town, the latter 
exclaimed in Yiddish: “Jews, save me; I am starved!” A few Jewish 
people at once collected a little money and sent some food to the prisoners. 
The latter were, however, so hungry that the hearty meal they ate mide 
them ill. The converted Jewess attributed their ailment to poison, ani 
several Jews were arrested. Meanwhile, the local inhabitants decided to 
avenge themselves on the Jews and organise a pogrom. Fortunately, the 
prisoners recovered before the oflicial doctor from the neighbouring © wn 
arrived, and our coreligionists were released. 

The Tsar has pardoned sixteen organisers of the Yaroslav pogrom. 


New South Wales Board of Jewish Education.

The New South Wales Board of Jewish Education, constituted las! yea 
by the amalgamation of the Sydney Jewish Education Board with the Sydney 
Jewish Sabbath School, presented its first report at its recent annual genera! 
meeting, when the prizes for the various classes were distributed by the 
venerable founder of the parent institutions, the Rev. A. B. Davis. 

The report states that a steady combination of effort in various directions fas 
undoubtedly been stimulated in Sydney by the official association of hitherto dist. net 
educational organisations. The Weekday Classes held at the Synagogue Roos. a! 
at seven public elementary schools (as against five in the preceding year) under the 
right of entry twice weekly conferred on all denominations by the Public Inst; I 
Act of the State were attended in 1909 by 467 different pupils as against 521 in iJ. 
while the Sabbath Classes increased from 250 ._pupils to 308. The Council laments, 
however, considerable irregularity on the part of many of the pupils. It appeals ‘o: 
augmented funds in order to strengthen the staff by the importation of at leas! one 
additional modern trained teacher, and mentions that its President (Rabbi Coles 
keeps a close watch on the experiences gained by Jewish educationalists in «ther 
parts of the world.

| Russian Anomalies. 

The conflicting decisions of the Senate with regard to the passport 
regulations have given rise to a curious state of affairs. In 1906, the Senate 
permitted the local authorities to issue life-long passports for use within 
the boundaries of the Empire, and in 1907, the same body supplemented its 
decision by an explicit statement that Jews are entitled to the same 
privilege. In 1909, the Senate enacted that our coreligionists should not 
receive such passports. A Tukumski Jew has now applied to the authorities 
for either a life-long or a five years’ passport, but he has been informed that 
he could receive neither, because the Senate abolished the latter and pro- 
hibited the issue of the former to Jews.

Health for Glasgow, that “ the whole foreign population of Glasgow does not 
amount to 1 per cent. of the total.” The article further says of the Glasgow 
Ghetto that “for dirtiness, overcrowding, and general lowness, it takes 
some beating.” It is officially stated by Mr. Peter Fyfe, Sanitary Inspecto! 
for Glasgow, that the Jews living in the district which comprises the 
Glasgow Ghetto are superior, as regards personal and domestic cleanliness, 
to the people among whom they live. The statement that “the children ©! 
Glasgow s Ghetto” are addicted to drinking methylated spirits, after whic! 
‘they give the local police a good deal of trouble” is grossly untrue. A Jew

SEVERAL REJECTIONS, 


An unusually large number of appellants appeared before the Londor 
Immigration Appeal board, which met at Great Tower Street on Wednesday. 
In all ten appeals were heard, no less than seven of which were finally 


rejected. Mr. Williams, J.P., presidéd, and with him were Dr. Morris and 
Mr. Evans. | 


ALTER GOLONBOWICZ and CHAIM SHEWEITZER were allowed to land on the 
undertaking of a shipping agent that they would embark on the next ship 
bound for America. | 


A young Lithuanian, PRTRUS ALITUK AS, was rejected on the ground of 
want of means. 

MorkbdeCAL LEMER and REBECCA, his wife, were the next appellants. The 
Immigration Officer stated that Lemer had told him on board shiv that he 
had no children and that-he had been married eleven months. The woman 
told him, however, that they had been married three years and that she had 
two children, but both were dead. Dr. Morris suggested that the man 
was hér second husband. They had £1 lis. in their possession. It was 
subsequently ascertained, however, that the man was not her second husband 
and that the woman’s statement as to the marriage was correct. The husband 
produced the address of a brother-in-law in London. Enquiries had beer 
made at the address given, and it was ascertained that the brother-in-law 
occupied with his wife and tive children only two small rooms. 

In answer to the Chairman, Lemer said that he was a tailor by trade 
and that he came here to seek employment. He now stated that he had 
married three years ago. Asked why he had told the officer on board that 
he had only married eleven months ago, Lemer replied that he scarcely 
knew what he did say, he was so excited and weary as a consequence of the 
long journey. He had already served his time in the Russian army. 

The woman said she was a seamstress and intended to follow that 
occupation here. 

The brother-in-law. who was called, said that he had invited his relatives 
to come here. He was atailor, and could easily find employment for Lemer. 
The wife of the witness expressed her readiness to look after the immigrants, 
but the Board decided to disallow the appeal. 

A young girl, LIEBE SCHEER, was admitted on her married brother 
assuring the Board that he was quite capable of looking after his sister. 
The Immigration Officer said that he detained the girl because she did not 
possess any satisfactory evidence that she had brothers here. Since her 
detention he had had enquiries made, and was now perfectly satisfied that 
the girl was going to a good home. | 

A Galician, SCHEINDE BENENSTOCK, Who was accompanied by her young: 
child, asked leave to land as she desired to join a brother-in-law. She came 
here, she said. to work as a tailoress. She was also accompanied by her 
sister. REGINA MAZAR, who stated that she came here to join her husband 
who had been in London for the past five years. She produced a marriage: 
certificate giving the name of her husband as Suisse Mazar. 

Mr. Isaac Mazar said that he knew Regina, as she was the wife of his 
brother, who, however, was not in London but in Galicia. No question as 
to whether he would be willing to look after the appellants was put to him. 

No other witnesses came on behalf of the appellants, and, after a long 
discussion, the Board dismissed both appeals. — 

The last case was that of ABRAHAM KADISCHEWITZ, a young married man, 
who had come here to seek employment. 
of her mother, with two children. He had very little baggage. 

The Officer stated that he had called at the address produced by the 
immigrant, where it was found that Mr. Baker, the brother-in-law, and his 


wife occupied two rooms. He was told- by Mr. Baker that he expected his: 


sister’s husband from Russia. Kadischewitz said that he was a mason, and 
that he had been out of employment for the last three months. He left his 
wife and children well provided for. . 

Mr. Baker, who deseribed himself as a painter and decorator, said that 
he worked for a number of landlords and that he kept two men in his employ. 
Work was now becoming very brisk, and his brother-in-law, who was a mason, 
would be of particular help to ‘him in plastering work. He was willing to 
to give a written undertaking that he would give the immigrant immediate 
employment and pay him between thirty and forty shillings a week. 

There appeared no reason to doubt Mr. Baker's statements and 
his capability to look after his brother-in-law, but the Board thought other- 
wise, with the result that they decided to dismiss the appeal.

It was not offered to show dis- 
respect, but to ascertain the truth in a calm scientific manner, I 
do not wish to contradict “I. A.’—that is not polite, but the 
fact remains that “I. A.” cannot disprove my contention (p. 10) 
that “asetos (riotously) is not again found either in the New Testa- 
ment or in the Septuagint.” “TASS” reply to my challenge is far from 
satisfactory. His sentence, which | questioned, ran as follows :—* The noun 
and adjective were well known from Aristotle and Cicero,and occur in the New 
Testament and the Septuagint.” We are now told that “the sentence was 
very Summary and was intended, of course, to be read distributively.” Let 
us see. First of all why does “1. A.” spell the word azotdés, instead of asdtes? 
Cicero never spells the word with “z.” “1. A.” savs that “the noun is in 
Aristotle and the adjeetive in Cicero; the noun isin the New Testament, 
and the adjective in the Septuagint.” This is far from accurate. In Aris- 
totle we find both the noun and the adjective. In Cicero “ asotus”” oceurs 
three times. The dictionary of Lewis and Short says it is a noun, and means 
‘a debauchee.” “I. A.” confesses that both the noun and adjective oecur 
in the Septuagint, although his “summary” sentence implied that only the 
adjective was to be found there. Now as regards the noun in the New Testa- 
ment. I did not deny that it oceurs. But where is it found? In such 


writings as Eph. (v, 18), and Tit. (i, 6), I. Pet. (iv, 4).. “1. A.’ surely does not 
think that Luke could have borrowed the word from these New Testament 
books. I am convinced that my point, that Luke knew and used Philo, is 
correct. I could give additional proof from the same chapter (xv.) in 
Luke. Thus in y. 25 we have “symphonia,” which does not occur again 
in any part of the New ‘Testament, but it is found again and again 
in Philo. I am truly sorry that occasion has been given for this serious 
discussion. I see that the Expository Times of this month speaks of 
“the cleavage in contemporary Judaism.” I am referred to as opposing 
Mr. Montefiore’s “ reverence and affection for Jesus.” The fault is not mine. 
The responsibility rests on Mr. Montefiore. I notice that the Spectator of 
June 2oth sams up part of Mr. Montefiore’s Jowett Lectures by the criticism 
* Now all this might very well be said by a Christian Unitarian.” I said the 
same in my review of the Synoptic Gospels (p. 82, Jewish Review). 
lf amsorry that I cannot modify this harsh judgment. I do not stand alone in 
this respect. Dr. Biichler’s magnificent defence of Judaism in his famous 
speech at the Jews’ College, and Dr. Schechter (in your issue of last week, p. 
21) both agree that Mr. Montefiore’s work on the Synoptic Gospels “ does not 
represent Jewish opinion.” lam profoundly grieved, that “ 1. A.,” who is 
always so ready to encourage the younger members of our community, 


should tind such keen pleasure in “ pouncing "on me, for omitting 
quotation. marks to show that the single word “rightly” is 
taken from Mr. Montefiore. As I agree with Pfleiderer’s view in 


this matter I naturally say, just as Mr. Montetiore says, ‘ Pfleiderer rightly 
notices, etc.” “1.

All had to help in this work, both the men and the 
women, both the richer and the poorer. Although tt was his intention to 
speak but in the most general terms, so as not to encroach Upon the subject 
of anv of the papers to be read, he trusted he might be allowed to refer 
briefly to two particular points, with which new legislation, or a strenythen- 
ing of the existing law might easily deal: First, the exhibition of certain 
su-called literature and pictures, and its baneful elffeet upon especially the 
youthof the community. Sullice it to say, that it was dreadful enough to 
contemplate that some shop-windows exhibited, notices that there were 
articles kept inside whieh could not be shown in the window. Such notices 
told their own tale. Secondly, there seemed to be something loose in our 
machinery that the law took no notice of the language used in the streets, 
even by officials in charge of publie vehicles, and that the pure and innocent 
were doomed to listen to such vile language used with impunity. Why 
should not the police have the power to proceed against such persons, who- 
ever they might be? He took his stand that day upon the same principles 
as those which his ancestors were taught to adopt thousands of years ago, viz., 
a pure morality, From almost the dawn of Jewish history this indispensable 
bulwark of the world’s progress, nay, of its very existence, had been insisted 
upon. The zeal of Phineas in the same cause, which secured him God's 
covenant for ever—the continual denunciation of the Ashera, the gross and 
obscene grove-worship, the high sanction given to the marriage laws, the 
dietary laws, the laws of cleanliness and many other prescriptions in the 
Pentateuch—all had but one object in view, to make the people ‘‘a kingdom 
of priests and a holy nation ’—the word “holy” in the original meaning 
* separated ''— removed from the impure and demoralising worship, from the 
moral degradation of the surrounding peoples, those with which the Israelites 
eame into contact. Between {some of the institutions and ceremonies of 
Judaism and those of Pagan nations there was (according to some theorists) 
externally no such great difference ; but where the rite or ceremonial was 


similar, the great element of differentiation lay in the raising, the purifying,’ 


the spiritualising of the foreign rite, and its adaptation to the Jewish code in 
a higherand purerform. Belonging, therefore,as he did, toa race and religion 
whosé greatest claims rested upon social purity, he gladly added his voice 
to the mapy that would be raised in the attempt to wage war with all that 
militated against the preservation of the morals of the people of this 
country. The Law Book of the Jews enjoined: ** Ye shall be holy, for I 
the Lord am holy.” [t was to help to enforce that eternal principle of holiness 
or moral ¢leanliness that he was there that day, and he earnestly trusted 
that the deliberations of the Conference would forward the advancement of 
that principle, upon which the strength and stability of any and every nation 
must ultimately depend. 

Several of the speakers were most sympathetic in their references to Jews 
and the part Judaism played in the promotion of social purity. Dr. Saleeby 
instapeed the Jewish people as a case in point of his contentions ; Dr. Garvie 
(New College) referred to help from the Jewish side as shown by the presence 
and the remarks of the Jewish representative ; and the Bishop of Ripon (to 
whom the Jewish community is ever gratefal for his powerful advocacy at 
a time of Russian persecution) spoke of the manner in which Jews under- 
stood the meaning of the terms. “fatherhood” and “ motherhood,” and 
apologised to Professor Gollancz for giving expression to the sayings of the 
Jewish sages, among which was one to the effect that he who does not teach 
his son some profession or pursuit trains him to become a thief. The whole 
proceedings were a splendid glorification of Jewish teaching.

PORTSMOUTH. 


The early history of the Jewish community in Portsmouth, from the 
year 1766 to 1842, formed the subject of a paper read. before the Jewish 
Historical Society on the 20th March, 1907, by the Rey. I. S. Meisels. 
When so many papers of inferior interest are. printed in the Society's 
“Transactions,” it is a pity that there ‘should be no record. of 
valuable a contribution to provincial history by a scholar of Mr. Meisels’ 
repute who-possessed exceptional opportunities of studying this subject. 
But the history of the Portsmouth congregation goes back beyond 1766, from 
which year the eongregational minute-book dates. In all probability, it 
extends to the commencement of the I&8th century. Portsmouth being a 
flourishing seaport town in the reign of George L, it is not surprising that it 
should have become the seat of a Jewish community early inthe ISth century, 
The old Jewish cemetery in Faweett Road gave its name to a thoroughfare 
which used to be known as Jews’ Lane. This name is believed to date back 
200 years or more. Later on, when Portsmouth became the base of the great 
naval wars with the French, Jews must hive taken a more or less active 
partin supplying the wants of the fleet. The original place of worship was 
Portsea, and occupied a building which is now the White 
Hart public house. When this building became too small, the congregation 
moved to Daniel Street, to a site now covered by the eleetrical works of 
Messrs. Grossmith. The congregation continued to grow, and in 1742 a build- 
ing was erected in Whites Row, on the site of the present synagogue. This 
continued in use until 1780, when the old synagogue was demolished and a 
mew and enlarged place of worship erected in its stead. This is the syna- 
gogue which has stood. ever since. It was approached from White’s Row.

Of the two synagogue seals 
in existence, one dates from 


1747, and was the work of Elias Levi, 
a well-known Portsmouth engraver. 
The Portsmouth Jews were a charit- 
able people. Their Hebrew Benevolent Institution dates back from 
the year 180!. Charitable contributions were also made to non-Jewish 
objects. Mr. Meisels has discovered interesting details of fines imposed 
in early days upon Jews who were tempted to go on the water on Sabbath, 
and of other congregational laws framed in early times to punish the viola- 
tion of Jewish practice. A former minister of the Portsmouth congregation 
(which at one time had its own Rav) was the Rev. A. B. Davis, of Sydney, New 
South Wales. The first Jew eleeted to public life in Portsmouth was the late 
Alderman Einanuel Emanuel, who ciiected several city improvements, and 
who could remember the time when a place of entertainment bore over its 
portals the legend: “Jews and dogs not admitted here.” The late Lewis 
Aria, the founder of Aria College, was a native of Hampshire, whence he 
migrated at an early age to the West Indies. 


FALMOUTH AND PENZANCE. 


The two congregations which formerly existed at Falmouth and Penzance 
must have had interesting histories if they could be recalled. Unfortunately 
there are few persons living who can furnish authentic information, and if 
here are any minute-books extant, it is difficult to trace their whereabouts. 
Perhaps these articles may serve to elecit supplementary facts from 
those whose ancestors were settled in Cornwall in the last centurv. In 
Falmouth, which was a thriving port in former times, Jews must have estab- 
lished a congregation early in the eighteenth century. The last synagogue, 
which was closed in 1880, dated from 1808, and was situated on the top of a 
hill overlooking the sea. The previous place of worship had occupied the 


(Lyon Joseph; brother of the late B. L. Joseph, of Birmingham) to get a 
view of the packets when they came into port from the place in which he 
stood Segan, Lyon Joseph being interesting in shipping. An interesting 
pamphlet by the late Israel Solomon, of New York, privately printed in that 
city in 1887, and entitled “ Records of My Family,” gives some account of 
the earlier settlers in Falmouth, prominent among whom was one “ Zender 
Falmouth.” His real name was Alexander Moses, and he was the ancestor 
of the Jacob family, who left Falmouth in 1880 (at the time of the closing of 
the synagogue) ‘to reside in London.

Coming eastward, the Rochester congregation dates from about 1780. 
In the Eastern Counties, which loomed so large in the pre-expulsion history 
of Anglo-Jewry, there is no congregation earlier than the nineteenth century. 
Travelling northwards, there is one, and so far as I know only one, com- 
mMiinityv of any antiquity—that of Hull, which dates from the latter end of 
the eighteenth century. The first synagogue was in Postern Gate. The 
building had previously been a Roman Catholic Chapel.

Those brief and inadequate notes on the early history of the older

one of whom is led along the line of least resistance to devote an entire 
“haptor to“ The Translation of the Bible,” which might have been so use- 
fully replaced by a narrative of Provincial Anglo-Judaism since the Resettle- 
ment. Clearly it is the business of the Jewish Historical Society to make 
stch research as is still possible into the records of these older com- 
“unites. The old burial grounds should be visited, and the inscriptions 
vl the tombstones photographed or copied. Old records and minute- 
Pooks should be hunted up, and, if possible, acquired for the Mocatta 
and Museum. This institution has not, up to the present, proved a 
sishil success. In the opinion of many it isadistinctdisappointment. Butit 
has the potentialities of much future usefulness if those who are responsible for 
‘Ss Hauagement will bestir themselves in time to preserve the fast-decaying 
Hemorials of our provincial history. Strange to say, of the history of pro- 
pag communities in pre-expulsion times there is no lack of information. 
nas assiduously cultivated. It is just in regard to the seven- 

; ind eighteenth centuries that we are so poorly informed, and the 
“Storian has not yet arisen who has considered the subject worthy of his 
attention. Since no single writer seems to be available, may we not look to 
the Jewish Historical Society to lead the way in this little-trodden path ?

The Fast of Tamuz. 


By ISAAC LAZAROWICH. 


It is written in the * Midrash Rabba of Debarim,” that when Moses, upon 
whom be peace, saw that the judgment decree of death was sealed over him, 
he instituted a fast for himself, and having drawn a small circle stood in the 
midst thereof and said: “I will not away from here, until that decree is 
annulled.” In that. hour, continues ‘the Midrash, what did Moses? He 
covered himself with sackcloth and wallowed in ashes, and stood in prayer 
and supplications before the Holy One. Blessed be He, until the heaven and 
the earth and the orders of creation trembled.. The prayers recited by the 
| prophet.on that oceasion were, it is said, in number five hundred and fifteen. 
_ Here is an early example of the use-of two of the moral elements to which, 

according to Thomas Aquinas, whom Heinrich Heine calls the great ox of 
erudition (Jen man nennt den grossen Ochsen der Gelehrsamkeit), all. good 
works may be referred. Of prayer and charity, indeed, the Hebrew Religion 
has no lack, but, wenerally speaking, if it is without ascetic tendency the 
Jews are not inclined to practise abstinentia, still less jejunium. We hold in 
proper remembrance and precise regard the injunction of Nehemiah to “ eat 
the fatand drink the sweet.” On more than one religious oecasion fasting is 
forbidden. As, for instance, on the Sabbath (Taanith 27) when. three meals 
MWD VP at least are enjoined, and yet, says the judicious Hooker, it “‘ may 
be a question whether in some sort they (the Jews) did not always fast upon 
| the Sabbath.” “I dare not,” he adds, * peremptorily and boldly aftirm any- 
_ thing.” He has the support of Justinian, who asserts that the Sabbath of 
the Jews was by Moses in omne ovum jejunio dicata! Both these great 
| authorities may have confused, in this matter, the ordinary Sabbath with 
{| the great Sabbath, }})N2L' Nav’, a name of the Day of Atonement. It is cer- 
| tain that the Sabbath is more of a feast than a fast (Taanith 19), and that, 
with two exceptions there is no special injunction of strict abstinence as 
a concomitant of contrition in the Mosaic Code. The Biblical expression 
for fasting is affliction on the soul. AX 

In the seventh month (Tishri) in the tenth day of the month, it is written 
| “ye shall affliet your souls, and do no work at all. It shall be a Sabbath of 
rest. This is the holy convocation known as the day of Atonement, or 
_ expiation, or the white fast. Whatsoever soul shall not be afflicted on that 
'ssame day, or shall do work thereon, shall .be cut off from among the people.” 
|The penalty of work or food on that day is death by the Beth Din shell 
Maalauh. The second case of fasting mentioned by Moses is that of a wife 
| taking an oath to alllict her soul. It is then in the power of her husband to 
_ establish or to make the oath void. 

The Fast of Tamuz is so called from its position in the almanac, being 
celebrated in the fourth month, Tamuz. It is hardly necessary to add, it 
has, as a Jewish fast, nothing whatever to do with the abomination of the 
“Syrian maids mourning their Tamuz wounded.” The account of Tamuz is 
finely romantic, and suitable to what we read among the ancients of the 
worshi}) which was paid to that idol, and is so glowingly and magnificently 
described by Milton in the first ¢anto of his * Paradise Lost.’ ”’ 

The fast of the seventeenth day of the month of Tamuz is commonly 
| ealled the “fast of the seventeenth.” As, however, Tamuz is the fourth 
| nionth of the sacred year, the fast is called by the prophet, the “fast 
, of the fourth.” Zechariah speaks of the fast of the fourth, and 

the fast of the fifth, and the tast of the seventh, and the fast of the tenth being 
converted for the House of Israel into feasts of joy and gladness. On these 
words the four annual fasts are grounded, and are publicly and privately 
observed in memory of certain calamities which at these several seasons befel 
ourfathers. Taking them in the inverseorderot Zechariah, the fast of the tenth 
is on the tenth day of the month Tebeth, the Egyptian Tubi, the tenth month 
of the sacred year. It is observed in memory of the siege of Jerusalem by 
Nebuchadnezzar, begun on this day, by which our ancestors were reduced to 
the greatestextremities. The fast on the seventh, on the third of Tishri, the 
seventh monthof the sacred year, is known as Zom Gedaljah the 

Fast of Gedaljah.” It is observed-in memory ofthe death of that great, pious 
and brave governor of the remnant of Judah, the very last stay they had tolean 
on in their greatest misery and who was slain by the treachery of Ishmael. The 
fast of the fifth, on the ninth day of Ab, isobserved in memory of the destruc- 
tion of the tirst Temple by Nebuchadnezzar and of the second by Titus, head 
of the Roman army, both of which catastrophies happened on this day. It is 
likewise the anniversary of the denunciation of the Jews in the wilderness, 
after the return of the spies, that they should not enter into the promised 

land. But the present fast of the fourth or, as it is written in the Jewish 

calendar, the fast of the seventeenth, corresponding in this year with the 

2ith of July, is the most important fast of fasts, excepting the lurid 
and inky fast of Ab. It not only commemorates the making of the 
Golden Calf by the Jews, the breaking by Moses of the tables of stone, 
the ceasing of the daily oblations, the burning of the sacred copy 
of the Law, and the setting up of an idol of Menasseh, 3M IDNA 3°3— 
ANNA NS Apustamus HW, VA WONA 
S22 OY (see Talmud Taanith, xxvi.), but on that day likewise, it is said, 
Jerusalem was shattered by a second siege and part of its walls thrown 

down. The matter of fasting differs greatly from that of the King of Nineveh 
when he arose from his throne and laid his robe from him and covered him 

with sackcloth and sat in ashes, when neither man nor beast tasted aught ; but 

both were covered with sackcloth and neither drank water or fed. A pious 

Chasid will fast on ‘U/"DM) ‘20’ every Monday and Thursday throughout the 

year. The calendar records these fasts only on the two Mondays and 

Thursday following the feasts of Tabernacles and Pesach. They are 

intended to expiate any negative or positive guilt occurring during the 
eelebration of those festivities. The more rigid Israelite will also observe 
as a fast the anniversary of the death of Miriam; of Joshua, the son of Nun, 
of Eli, of Samuel, and of the translation of the Bible into Greek, the Septua- 
gint. He fasts also on the occasion of a dream (O%2N Mvvn) of ill omen, 
and on the anniversary (Jahrzeit) of his parents’ death. A curious form 
of supplication occurs in the prayer for a private fast, 1M’ Neyn. 

After annouiicing, like the Muslim, his intention of fasting, the 
supplicant relates how, when the Sanctuary was still standing, the 
sinner was cleansed by his oblation. Now that this is impossible, he 
prays that the fat and blood which he has lost by his fasting may 
be in the place of that of the offering which was wont to be 
sacrificed before, owing to the sins of his ancestors, the Sanetuary — 
was overthrown. That prayer was good with fasting was part of the 
information conveyed to Tobit by the Angel Raphael, but it seems 
hardly probable that the curious supplication above mentioned formed any 
part of the prayer in the fast of the fair and beautiful Esther or of the 
widow Judith. There is no penury of exposition in Hebrew homiletics of 
the true inward and spiritual meaning of a fast. The Jew has been given 


to understand in the plainest language that to fast is not to bow down his 
head like a bulrush, nor spread under his sackcloth and ashes, but to undo

He (the Chairman: was very anxious that the new 
regulation. should work satisfactorily, and he would, therefore, move that 
Mr. Bentwich’s question should be referred to the Aliens Immigration Com- 
mittee for consideration and report. Mr. Alexander added that since the new 
regulation had come into operation he had visited Hull, Grimsby, Dover and 
Folkestone ports, and he had seen the whole working of the Act, and he 
contd say without the slightest exaggeration that the whole of the working 
of the Act was conducted in a iost admirable manner, and in all cases every 
regard was paid to the feelings and sentiments of the immigrants by the 
Immigration and Medical Officers. He would not say that the Officers were 
always right, but he found a tendency that was always in favour of 
immigrants. Mr. Alexander pointed out in conclusion that the question of 
providing legal assistance should be undertaken by philanthropic institu- 
tions.

Sunday Closing. 


The following is the text of a letter on the question of Sunday Closing, 
which was, with the approval of the following Jewish Members of Parliament : 
Sir Philip Magnus, Sir Maurice Levy, Sir Harry Samuel, Sir Edward Sassoon, 
Captain Jessel, Mr. Lionel de Rothschild, and Mr. Stuart Samuel, sent to 
the Home Secretary

Dresrn Sitn,—As President of the London Committee of Deputies of the British 
Jews, which is the elected and representative body of the Jews of the -United 
Kingdom, | am requested to address you in reference to the legislative proposals of 
the Governments Shops Kill of last year, and especially in regard to the Sunday 
Closing proposals of that Bill. 

$y Clause 6 of the Bill, it is proposed to provide for the compulsory closing; 
throughout Sunday, of all shops with certain exceptions, the exceptions being mainly 
confined to shops for the sale of articles of a perishable character. or of immediate 
want, and then to add a provision in favour of Jews in the following terins, viz. :— 

“The Secretary of State may by order declare any area specified in the order to 
be an area inhabited largely by Jews, and in any such area it shall not be obligatory 
to Close a shop before two o'clock in the afternoon on Sunday, if the shop be closed 
for serving customers from sunset on Friday to sunset on Saturday.” YE | 

In the view of my Board such a provision is utterly inadequate to meet the needs 
and merits of the Jewish case. ‘lhe first objection to it is, that it confines Sunday 
trading to areas “ largely inhabited by Jews, the certain effect of which would be to 
create so large an inliux of traders into Jewish areas that such areas would inevitably 
become overcrowded and congested. Another effect of the proposed clause would be 
to increase enormousiv the rental value of all shop property within a Jewish area, 
for rents would rise in proportion to the demand. and eventually the poor and 
struggling Jewish trader who could not afford to pay the increased rent would  e 
crowded out of the area. A third objection to the suggested legislation is that it 
would operate with great hardship and oppression on a very large number of small 
and poor Jewish shopkeepers, whose shops are outside a Jewish area, and who 
through want of means or inability to procure proper accommodation, or from other 
circumstances, are unable to remove their businesses within a Jewish area. for they 
would have to face one of two alternatives: They would have to close both on 
Saturday and Sunday, or else be driven to trade on their Sabbath: and the hardship 
wonld be materially intensified should the provision in the Bill in regard to the 
closing of shops on a weekly half-holiday become law, for the trading week of those 
who keep their Sabbath would be reduced to four anda half days. A fourth objec- 
tion is that even in a Jewish area it is proposed to prohibit trading after the verv 
early hour of 2 p.m.on a Sunday. There is yet another point which I ought. to 
notice here. The Bill omits from its list of exceptionsthe sale of meat and poultry 
so that a Jewish butcher or poulterer who carries on his business outside a Jewish 
area would be unable to supply his Jewish customers with Kosher meat or poultry 
on @ Sunday morning, and this would be a great hardship on him as well asa great 
a to his Jewish customers, especially during the summer months of the 
year. 
There are other objections to the Government’s proposals, but those enumerated 
above are sufficient to show how badly Jewish traders—and especially the poorer 
classes of them—would be likely to fare under the proposed legislation. — 

My Board recognises and fully appreciates that His Majesty's Government are 
actuated by a desire that equal treatment shall be meted out to all traders, without 
distinction of race or creed, but on the grounds which I have m :ntioned, the proposal 


to limit Sundex ‘Trading to Jewish areas is one which cannot be accepted 
satisfactory or adequate solution of this question. }

| Jews and Child Street Trading. 


| EVIDENCE BEFORE THE COMMITTEE. 

Reference was made in these columns last week to the Departmental 
Committee on the Employment of Children Act. Some further extracts from 
the evidence given before the Committee may now be quoted. 

_ Superintendent John Mulvaney (H. Whitechapel Division), was ques- 
tioned at some length as to the case of the two men Reuben (executed for 
the Whitechapel murder). Referring to the newspaper boys, large numbers 
of whom are to be found about Whitechapel, he remarked that the employment 
_ Of boys in this way can only have one ending. “ For instance,” he continued, 
|“ hesells the papers that are published at 11 o’clock in the morning for racing 
| hews. You see him later in the day tearing through the streets calling out 
_ the first winner. Directly after the first race is run there is another issue of 
the paper. [submit that employing a young person in these circumstances 
| 
| 


is the most pernicious sort of employment that is possible. We had an 
instance of it recently in respeet to those two young men in Whitechapel a 
few years igo; they were newspaper boys about Aldgate and district.” 

You mean those two men named Reuben, who were tried at’ the Old 
Bailey afterwards on a charge of murdering a sailor ? 
| “Yes, since they went out of the newspaper trade their history was 


one of depraved habits, and lam afraid it would be so with manyof these 
lads.” 


Have you got in mind with reference to these two men named Reuben, 
how long they went on selling newspapers? When did they stop it ? 

* Tt could not quite say, bat | know from inquiries | have made of persons 
who knew them perfectly well and who know their parents, that they were 
selling newspapers Within this last five or six years.” 

Do you know from what sort of home they came ? 


* Well, it was a poor home. Those lads were born in England, but their 
parents were aliens,” 


Were they Jews 


“Yes. TPshould submit that the money these children earn when they are 
children goes—you can see them studying the paper in the day-time—and | 
know as a4 fact that in their small way they gamble on horse-races by putting 
a few pence together amongst themselves. I do no think that the money so 

- earned can have auy possibility of doing them any good. I think if vou 
were to visit the music-halls and such places at night you would tind that 
they went in at half-time when they can go in fora small amount like two- 
penee, and vou would tind them, there.” 

Further'on in his evidence, witness was asked whether he had seen'a 
great change in his people who live in his district of East London. 
not now, he was asked, many more Jews than there used to be? 

“Yes, there has been a very great change.” 

When you speak of costermongers, they would for the most part be Jews, 
would they not ? 

“No, there are

a good many of the English costermongers left. [do not 
now that the English ecostermonger lives there now, but he comes there.’

“ Well, you can always distinguish by the language, in the first place.” 

In reply to further questions, the witness stated that the boys who 
trade on their own account —newspaper-sellers, and so forth—are the children 
of English Jewish parents and of alien parents, The majority would now be 
from the alien parents. , 

Would you say, from your experience, that a great number of boy-traders, 
aS soon as they are fourteen years of age, spend their whole time in the 
streets in trying to pick up a living, as was the case with those two men of 
the name of Reuben ? | 

“There are a great many lads in Whitechapel who do so. I submit that 
it ig very difficult to get respectable employment after having been a street- 
trader selling newspapers.” 

| Sunday Trading. 


Have you anything to say with regard to Sunday trading in your district? 

‘“ Well, Sunday trading at our end of the town is a pandemoniuin.” — 

Is there a great Jewish market ? 

“There is not only that, but there is the bird market in Spitalfields and 
there is all Brick Lane. In fact, it is all market. As a matter of fact, I have 
to draw men from Arbour Square and Shadwell stations and bring them up 
to Spitalfields on Sunday, or 1 could not get on at all.” 

Then there is a great amount of street trading done by boy-traders on 
Sunday ? 

“Yes: atremendous amount. You get the boys all the year round on 
Sundays, especially in Petticoat Lane. They are selling all sorts of penny 
articles.’’ | 

Therefore in your district a boy-trader would not only be there during 
the week, but would be there on Saturdays and Sundays ? 

“Yes.” 

Would that be to a much greater extent than it would be likely to be in 
other parts of London ? | 

“Yes, There is not much trading. on Saturdays because the population 
isa Jewish one.” 

Do you think that the Jews and Gentiles, so far as they are children 


| who go into the streets, are in equal proportion ? 


einstein (University College), and Jessel Rosen (Imperial College), have 
vassed the Special Intermediate Examination in Engineering. 


“The Jewish children predominate.” 

Have you any idea as to which predominates most in regard to the care 
of the parents for their children? Is it the Gentile parent or the Jewish 
parent ? 

“]T should say from my experience that a Gentile parent would not allow 
a child to be engaged in the occupations that many of the children of the. 
alien Jews are engaged in.” | 

What occupations would those be? 

“Street trading.” 

In some of the big towns we have no Jewish population, and we have got 
a fair amount of street trading. When I (Mr. Richards) have been down to 
Whitechapel I have had to compliment a Jew upon the way he looks after 
his children as compared with some of our Gentile friends. 

“So he does: he looks very much after his child. But the children 
engaged in these occupations get out of hand altogether.” 

In reply to other questions the witness stated that the parents of the 
newspaper-boys in the East End of London were very poor people. They 
were persons who lived in buildings and large dwellings. The home intluence 
of the boys was very little. They would be found out in the streets at the 
last hours of the night. He imagined that their parents were careless. 
If the children under fourteen were prohibited from street-trading they 
would still be in the streets. There was much unemployment among the 
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classes in the East End of London from whom these street-trading children 
were drawn. He could not quite say what would become of the bovs who 


. were leaving school in the East End if street-trading were prohibited. There 


were factories, but generally the trade was bad in the East, End of London. 
at the present time. He was quite sure it was difficult: for boys to get 
employment. 
Evidence from Manchester. 
Mr. Sharples, Headmaster of one of the Manchester municipal schools, 


at one time President of the National Union of Teachers and member of he 
Board of Education Consultative Committee, told the Committee that he haw 


1,180 names on the books of his school and the average attendance was about 
1,100. It was largely a Jewish school, there being :bout 180 Christians left 
there now. Theschool had changed. very much during the last 20 years. 
Cheetham, said Mr. Sharptes, was a Jewish district. It was not the poorest 
district, but there were very poor people there. They were people who 
came over here at first as aliens, mostly with their goods in handkerchiefs, 
but they were not all like that. In the Christian seetion only a few were 
now street trading in the shape of selling newspapers, but that they had on 
the other hand a section of Jewish children who stood in the markets in 
the small towns round Manchester. They assisted their fathers to sell. For 
instance, all the towns hid what they called an open market, such as at 


Preston, where spaces were let and people sold all sorts of things. The 
Jewish people were there and were selling fruits, ete. It was 
done outside school’ hours. He used to have about 30 or 40 children 


engaged in street trading, and it had gone down now, till he questioned 
whether they had a dozen. | 

Speaking as to the Jewish market traders and the newsp:uper sellers in 
the street, Mr. Sharples pointed out that the former were brought up to 
buying and selling. He did not think the effect could bea very good one 
upon the boys to have to stand in the markets. & 

You;say that your children come from very poor homes ? 

“They come from the average Jewish homes.” 

How far are the earnings of these children necessary to the family ? 

“In the case of street-traders, in my school it Is necessary in every 
instance. I should say that, including the market-trading, it is necessar\ 
for the, standard of comfort of the family.” 

The witness stated that he thought chat it was possible to raise the age 
of prohibition up to fourteen. As to the effect on the earnings of the homes 
they would come under the clause of exemption. There would be exemption 
for necessitous cases. There would not be a very large number of such 
eases. He had ten bovs in his schoo! who were barbers’ boys. 

Jews are a Hairy Race. - 

Have you noticed that the Hebrews :re any worse than the Gentiles in 
the treatment of their children ? 

“No, 1 do not think they are. In the market trade they are assisting 
their parents, and not working for anybody else. [tis a kind of co-operation.” 

In reply to a question as to whether the trade of barbers’ sheps was 
decreasing, the witness replied in the affirmative. : 

Have safety razors done something in that cireetion ? 

* The shops are still there. and the Jewish race are a hairy race.” 

Mr. F. Mead, the Metropolitan Magistrate, mentioned, in his evidence, 


that when he was in the bast End, he used to have Jews charged under the - 


Factory Acts with employing children and others. The provisions were most 
complex. »° Of course,” he continued, * we endeavoured to explain through 
an interpreter to them what the meaning of the provisions was, but it is an 
unsatisfactory state of things.” 

In an appendix various particulars are given of street-trading children. 
In one case it is.said that the child “assists mothér selling bread (Beigels) 
and oranges.” The occupation of the parents is given as follows: * Mother 
hawks Beigels. Father (consumptive),a military cap-maker.” 

In other cases, the occupation of the parents and of the children who 
have left school is tabulated thus: | 

1) Father, pedlar; Morris. cabinet-maker; Sol., tailor: Dora. waistcoat- 
maker. 

2) Father, letter-writer ; mother, washing.

‘The story then takes up 
Judah and his sons. “Judah was the first of the sons of Jacob to enter wed- 
lock.” He married “ Alit, the daughter, of the noble merchant Shua -” the 
honeymoon being spent at ** Adullam, the residence of his friend Hirah, or, 
as he was called later, Hiram, King of Tyre.” Judah was unhappy, because 
he had “ begun a good deed and left it unfinished ''—the good deed being the 
rescue of Joseph. In the same year all the other brethren of Joseph married, 
Dr. Ginzberg continues the life of Joseph in the house of Poliphar, and tells 
at length the story of Joseph and Zuleika (Potiphar’s wife)—here, again, we 
touch true legend in several details—but what has preceded must suflice as 
an indication Dr. Ginzberg’s method. Esau slain by Hushim at Jacob's funeral,

pages. Then we have the Testaments of the brothers of Joseph—tor this 
section readers Will be especially grateful to Dr. Ginzberg—the story of Job 
‘whoin the Midrash belongs to the Patriarchal age), and the early life of 
Moses. The complete work, with the numerous Notes promised, will con- 
stitute a valuable eollection of Jewish stories concerning Bible folk, the

Mr. Israel Cohen contributes to the Socidlogical Review a chapter from 
a fortheoming book on the “* Life and Labour of Modern Jewry.” The article, 
which is entitled “The Jewish Community,” is an admirable piece of social 


Mr. Cohen divides up the race into a series of communities: * As they 
have lived throughout the centuries of their dispersion, so, for the most 
part, they live'at the present day—in communities. These communities are, | 
with very few exceptions, of an urban character; those of a rural character | 
hardly comprise more than a quarter of « million Jews altogether.” | 

The main variations between communities consist in the relative number | 
of social funetions that they manifest, and in the intensity with which these 
are discharved, and the incidence of these phenomena is itself dependent 
upon other factors. The two principal factors determining the constitution 
and character of a Jewish community, says Mr. Cohen, are the nature of the 
environment and the density of the Jewish population. “A hostile environ- 
ment inevitably tends to engender a robust communal spirit; and if there 
also be a dense population, the ideal conditions are present for a vigorous | 
communal life in its countless ramifications. These ideal conditions are found 
throughout the lands of the Fast, in Asia and North Africa, as well as in 
astern Europe, which is still largely under the spell of the spirit of the East.” 

The political despotismm and religious fervour or fanaticism that characterise these 
regions make them a favourable soil for separatist settlements, and the centripetal 
force which these exercise inevitably produces a ceancentrated population. Bat in 
the lands of the West, whether in Europe, America, or the British Colonies, where 
the Jews enjoy civil and political freedom in varving degree and are not excluded by 
barriers from soctal -ntercourse with their a certain compactness 
of population alone ean give substance and strength to commanal life. Thus. in the 
east the maintenance of Sepurate communities is mostly compulsory, in the West it

Mr. Cohen goes on to examine more closely the forces that help to 


create and preserve these urban colonies and the resultant conditions that 
distinguish those in the East from those in the West. 

In the main the article will command assent, though liere and there, 
perhaps, one is apt to question a statement made. Is it a fact, e.g., that owing 
to the emigration the communities of Eastern Europe are slowly undergoing 
a depletion of numbers, which is not compensated by the natural increase ? 
One has the impression that at most the natural increase only balances the 
emigration. | 

This is a matter, however, which Mr. Cohen may be able to establish by 
statistics, and if his view should be proved,it would give to the policy of 
emigration a value and a hope which otherwise might not attach to it. We 
shall look forward with a good deal of interest to the entire work, of which 
the article under notice is only a chapter. Any accurate knowledge on the 
life and labour of modern Jewry would be doubly welcome not only asa refu- 
tation of the slanders of foes, but asa basis of appeal to the goodwill of friends.

The Sanatorium for Consumptive 
Children, Holt :—An Appeal. 
TO THE OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


the charitable public 

There is at Holt, Norfolk, one of the few Sanatoria for consumptive children in 
the country, but the accommodation is limited to twenty children, and the buildings 
are but temporary. During the four yearsthat the Sanatorium has been in existence 
the results have been so encouraging that it has been decided to increase the numbers 
from twenty to forty, and to erect permanent buildings. Such buildings will cost 
£.000 and plans have been prepared by the architect. ‘The Council of King 
Kdward’s Hospital Fund has promised a grant of £500 towards the cost, thus show- 
ing its approval of the need of the work and of the methods adopted, and we earnestly 
ask the public to help us with the rest. 

At the risk of trespassing on your space, we would merely remind your readers 
that the loss of life through this disease is calculated at 60,000 per annum, a far 
vreater number than the total casualties through disease, bullets and other fatalities 
during the whole two and a half years warin South Africa. That the disease can be 
snecessfully fought has been proved to the hilt, and one day the nation will realise 
the fact that it is the duty of the State to take up arms, but to day it is left to the 
charitable to carry on the Campaign, as vet hardly begun. Those who are willing to 
help us will have the satisfaction of knowing that they are acting as pioneers in a- 
Work which inay one day be national, and that they are helping forward an institu- 
tion which has shown such excellent results that it mav well be taken as a model and 
a guide for the future time when the nation shall have decided to do its duty to its 
children and itself,

The report for the year 1909 of the Inspector of Reformatory and Indus” 
trial Schools refers at some length to the Hayes School. 
deseribed as clean and in good order, The general award is good. Under the 
heading “Class Subjects” occurs the following paragraph: singing sol-fa, good . 
composition in V. and VL, good ; recitation, good throughout ; mental arith- 
metic. fair in V., good elsewhere ; geography, good throughout. In another 
paragraph it is stated that “drawing is generally good, manual instruction 
is good. . . . All the boys have their turn at gardening, where the 
training has improved.” 

The report goes on to say that the seniors gave smart displays of 
marching, free movements (and with dumb-bells and wands) and work over 
the bars and horse—on all of which the instructor is to be complimented, 

Health. it is said, has been remarkably good. “ The boys probably never 
looked quite so well and wholesome as at the present time.” 

The offences list is stated to be a short one. 

Finally the report remarks that “it is gratifying to record that in every 
department this school shows ap increase of character, due largely to the 
improvement of the personnel of the staff during the last year or so.

lated he was in entire accord with it, and it followed upon long corres- 
pondence and negotiation which had taken place between the Executive of 
English Zionist Federation and the Central Office in Cologne. The fact was 
that they had come to the conclusion that. in the interests of the Zionist 
movement in this country it was highly undesirable that two federations 
should exist in the United Kingdom. So strongly did he and his colleagues 
feel this that they were determined not to be responsible for the work 
of the English Zionist Federation if « rival organisation was recognised by 
the central body in Cologne. The body to which he referred was, of course, 
the Order of Ancient Maecab:eans. This body had been in existence some 
years mainly as benefit society, but giving support to the 
Aionist movement by taking Shekolim, and had until recently 
worked in perfect harmony with the Federation. The trouble began 
at the Conference in Shetield, where, in consequence of the election to the 
London Vice-Presidency, Dr. Gaster and others, who had just been elected 
as members of the Executive, resigned their positions. There was no 
necessity for him to enter into details about that, except to say that he had 
been promised full support by Dr. Gaster, Dr. Weitzmann, Mr. Moser, and 
Others who had resigned, provided he became President and the Offices 
were removed to Manchester. <A large majority of the delegates were 
opposed to the removal of the Oflices from London, but he agreed to become 
President in all good faith. Immediately the most violent opposition, 
especially in Manchester, arose, and Mr. Bentwich, who had become Grand 
Commander of the Order of Ancient: Maccabsans, bezan to employ that 
body as a rival to the Federation. Dr. Weitzmann and Mr. Moser, with 
others, became for this purpose hon. members of the Order. They set to 
work to undermine the Federation, both morally and materially everywhere, 
and succeeded in obtaining from the Central Office Shekolim direct instead 
of, aS formerly, through the Federation. This was the first means 
adopted for setting up the Order as a separate and independent body. 
The lederation, on its part, perceiving the danger to the movement 
by there being two rival factions in this country, and being anxious 
to have within the Federation, all sections of Zionists, protested 
to the Central Oltice as to supplying Shekolim direct, and obtained 
a tacit promise that in future that woald not be done. The Macca- 
bicans, however, intimated that they would not take Shekolim through 
the Federation, and Herr Wolffsohn, when he was here, held a conference in 
private to endeavour to adjust the matter. It was then agreed that for this 
year the Maccab:vans should receive Shekolim direct from Cologne, it being 
understood that at the meeting of the Jahreskonferenz the whole matter 
would be adjusted. In view of that meeting the Executive of the Federation 
had intimated their strong opinion as to the necessity of there being only 
one body recognised for all Zionist work in this country, and their determina- 
tion not to continue responsible for the work of Zionism here if any other 
body were so recognised. The Juhreskonferenz, however, had passed a 
resolution which,if not in form at least in substance, recognised the 
Maceab:eans not alone for Shekel purposes but also for separate voting for 
Congress, and the Executive had come to the conclusion that they ought not. 
to stand in the way of there being only one body responsible for Zionist 
work in this country. Since the Maccabieans would not give way they 
felt they ought to, so as to save there being two rival factions in England. 
They therefore thought it would be best for the Federation to be dissolved, 
and that would leave the course open and clear to the Maccab:eans to carry 
on Zionist work as a single body. All of them were willing still to labour in 
the Zionist cause—most of them would doubtless become members of the Order 

. of Ancient Maccabeeans. What, however, they could not agree to under any 
- eircumstaneces was the existence of two sections—the Federation and the 
Maceab:ecans —or at least he and other members of the Executive did not feel 
it possible, under those conditions, to remain responsible for the work of 
the Federation. 

Mr, JosEPH CowEN seconded the resolution. 

Dr. S.M. MELAMED eriticised the proposal of the Executive and said that 
it amodanted to disloyalty not to accept the decision of the Jahreskonferenz. 

Mr. L. J. GREENBERG said that in his view the decision of the Jahres- 
konferenz was opposed to the statutes of the organisation which provided for 
recognition as a separate federation only in cases where there were at least 
3,000 Shekel payers. The Maccabieans, however, consisted of at most some 
| 1,100 members, although they were taking 3,000 Shekolim. If this were 
_ tolerated it would mean that a few persons eould, with a little extra 
expenditure, become a separate federation, and thus disintegration would 
' pule instead of organisation, which was one of the main purposes of the 
| Zionist Movement. He agreed that it would be the worst possible disservice 
to their cause to do anything to encourage the existence of two rival bodies 
in this country, and therefore thought it best that the Federation should be 
dissolved. In any case, he felt unable to continue responsible in any degree 
for the administrative work of Zionism in England in view of the decision. 
come to by the Jahreskonferenz which virtually recognised the Maccab:eans,

PALESTINE DEPARTMENT OF THE ZIONIST ORGANISATION. 


The Palestine Department of the Zionist Organisation, which is under 
the direction of Professor Otto Warburg, has issued a report (of which the 
following are extracts) of its activity since the Hamburg Congress :— 

The Department has carried on a regular correspondence with various Zionist 
and non-Zionist institutions interested in Palestine and endeavoured to win over a 
number of private individuals for the numerous colonising enterprises in the Holy 
Land. The Department has paid particular attention to the fostering of the Pales- 
tine Land Development Company, and has been able to raise its share capital from 
13.412 to .£5.472;° A gratifying and increasing interest in the Company has been 
shown by men of capital in Russia. The model farm established at Kinereth is 
developing satisfactorily and has favourably impressed all visitors. ‘To further. the 
activity of the Company in pareelling ‘out small holdings, the Jewish National Fund 
has agreed to grant the Company a credit of £10,000 for the purchase of land, but it 
is still necessary that the Company's own capital shall be largely increased. 

_ Pavestine Inpustry Synpicate.—This syndicate has in. the past year confined 
itself to leasing hot springs, to taking part in a cement brick works which isat present 
on a small scale, and to founding a syndicate for conducting chemical researches. 
‘This research syndicate has been established for the especial object of preparing 
good table oil and manufacturing perfume oil from the flowers growing in Palestine. 

PLAN taTion Society.—A plantation society founded by a number of capitalists, 

mainly from Russia, will shortly be legally established. It is expected to develop 


satistactorily, and to give an impetus to other capitalists to found similar companies.

houses, but Where that was impossible hehoped that parents would meet for regular 
service and gather their children around them and read the Sabbath prayers and the 
portion of the week, so that while their bodies were being braced their minds 
hearts and souls were not permitted to stagnate. They owed a deep debt of grati- 
tude to the members of the Education Supervision Committee, who inspected the 
classes, and it was to be hoped that the two West End Classes would gladly w elcome 
the privilege to be inspected and supervised by the learned, scholarly and experienced 
men who formed the Supervision Committee. ‘They gleaned from the report issued 
by them that the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes had set to itself an ideal 
which was surely not unattainable but which he thought they must endeavour with 
all their power to realise. It was certainly to be apprehended that if the religious 
‘instruction was taught on a lower plane than that of the English instruction. it would 
have the effect of making the child think that religion and Hebrew knowledge were 
juite inferior. Further the Union rightly required that the children should have the 
best accommodation possible, the best equipment and the books as good and as 
ample, and the teachers as enthusiastic in the work of religious instruction as 
those who were teachers of secular subjects. It did not admit of question that unless 
they made headway in this fight there was every reason to fear that their children 
might be lost to them hereafter, and become stranded and faithless in this material age 
Sach a catastrophe mustat all hazards beavoided, and it was by means of well-equipped 
classes such as the North London Classes that the terrible calamity, with God's 
blessing, would be averted. Addressing the children, the Chief Rabbi said that he 
srusted they would profit by the instruction given in the classes,so that it might 
become part of their lives, and mould their future conduct. Knowledge without con- 
duct was absolutely worthless. In the classes they were not merely taught Hebrew, but 
were trained to do good religious and kindly acts, insomuch as they had in the past 
half-year collected over “150 in pence for the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan’Asylum. 

Mr. J. M. Lissack moved a vote of thanks to the Headmaster and teaching stat 
and paid a high tribute to the good work they were doing. | There was always some 
talk that the North London Synagogue had outgrown its requirements, If that 
institution had not been asuccess, the classes which were attached to it had, aud thus 
the synagogue } ustitied its existence.

Many of the leading friendly societies here have lost a warm enthusiast 
for their welfare in the death of Mr. Simon Sawyer. He did much towards 
introducing a spirit of harmony and brotherhood in the societies with whose 
interests he was identified, cither as Treasurer or in some other useful 
capacity. His children value highly a number of testimonials which fell to 
his share in the course of years, as well as the numerous ex pressions of deep 
regret which his death, at the comparatively early age of fifty-nine, has 
evoked. A few weeks ago, Mr. Sawyer decided to relinquish his Treasurer- 
ships, but was only prevailed upon to alter his decision at the earnest 
request of the members of the respective societies. A man of sterling 
worth and integrity, his place will be difficult to fill. Many hundreds of 
residents, Jewish and Christian, attended the funeral. 

Some of the journals in the district seem to have caught a complaint 
which first manifested itself ina daily penny paper.. The symptoms are a 
proneness to belittle the progress of the Jewish Hospital movement. The 
rival fund, says one writer, is flourishing amain, and apparently all the more 
since the attempt made to queer the pitch of the promoters and “put sand 
in their machine.” . From a literary point of view, the observation is a real 
gem. As far as its accuracy is concerned, the Jewish Hospital workers can 
afford to smile at the efforts which are being made to popularise a rival 
movement at the expense of the older and more representative project.

As Chairman of the Baths 
and Washhouses Committee of the Council, Mr. Harris displaved rare 
personal interest in his work. He certainly lived more in the East than in 
the West, and his death is keenly regretted by the Stepney Borough Couneil, 
as well as by the many who have benefited by his quiet benefactions.

Woe 
betide a single policeman in a crowd. If this is your Jewish citizens and soldiers that 
you boast of,-then heaven help our country! | 

On reading such arrant nonsense, replete as it is with utter falsehoods, 
many another “ Young Englishman ” will find some difficulty in restraining a 
grin. This * Young Englishman” alleges that it is not safe for English people 
to go down certain streets! Very sad, very sad indeed is this pitiful story !

On one or two sore 
points, we are sure, will not fail to be appreciated by the large numbers 
who go to make the Jewish Lads’ Brigade and the Jewish Athletic Associa- 
tion Club Camps. One of the most important duties that should devolve 
Upon one, it not all, the occupants of a tent is that before turning in for 
the night, all the guy lines should be slackened to allow the shrinkage of 
the canvass, caused by the dew, to be taken up. Failure in this direction 
is the cause of much destruction of tent property. The pole seating and 
crown of the tent become strained and torn through neglect of this important 
duty and finally the tent collapses, while all the holes through which the 
SUYS pass are so enlarged phat even the wooden moles often slip through. 
The guys should always bAslacktned when rain begins to fall, and repeated 
during the first part of a prolofiged shower or storm. It will surprise one 
to see how much the canvass shrinks. One should not hesitate even to get out 
of bed and slacken off all the guys, if a storm arises during the night; rather 
this than have the tent about one’s head, for either the canvass goes or the 
pegs are pulled from the ground. It is advisable when the wind is trouble- 
some to keep the canvass fairly tight, when slack the tents are not only 
unsightly, but the wind will play havoe, rending and tearing in all direc- 
tions, This also applies when it is raining; a tight tent throws off the 
water more freely and the canvass is more rainproof. Every care should be 
taken not to touch the canvas inside the tent when it is raining, otherwise 
iC will cause a leak..
